SOCIAL  CONDITIONS 


The  district  occupies  an  area  partially  surrounding  the 
Borough  of  Colchester  :  itB  northern  boundary  is  the  River  Stour, 
which  separates  it  from  Suffolk.  South  east  of  Colchester  its 
eastern  boundary  is  the  River  Colne  and  the  Blackwater  Estuary. 

While  the  district  is  mainly  rural,  development  is  talcing 
place  rapidly  in  the  ring  of  villages  surrounding  Colchester  and 
these  serve  increasingly  as  dormitory  areas  for  persons  employed 
in  the  Town. 

The  majority  of  the  working  population  find  employment 
outside  the  district  mainly  in  Colchester  and  to  an  increasing 
extent  in  London. 
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EXTRACTS  FROM  VITAL  STATISTICS 


The  population  of  the  area  continues  to  increase  but  the 
birth  rate  shows  a  slight  decline  since  its  peak  in. 1964  as  does 
the  birth  rate  for  England  and  Wales. 

Coronary  disease  continues  to  head  the  list  as  a  cause  of 
death  averaging  sixty  deaths  a  year  over  the  past  five  years  compared 
with  an  average  of  fifty-one  deaths  a  year  over  the  previous  five 
years. 


Deaths  from  cancer  of  the  lung  are  the  second  most 
important  single  cause  of  death  and  the  third  are  motor  vehicle 
accidents.

During  the  year  6,29'!  hot  meals  were  served,  an  average  of  524  a 
month.  The  number  of  parishes  concerned  increased  from  five  to  six* 
Five  of  these  have  the  largest  parish  populations  in  the  District,  (all 
over  1,500).  one  has  a  population  of  •  only  9’12  and  was  served  with 
40  -  45  meals  a  month. 


Much  depends  on  old  people  in  need  being  persuaded  to  accept  Meals 
on  Wheels, 

The  Service  is  able  to  provide  meals  for  nearly  all  cases  where 
they  are  actually  wanted,

I  beg  to  submit  my  report  of  work  carried  out  during  the  year  ending 
31st  December,  1966. 


HOUSING 

The  total  number  of  houses  built  by  private  enterprise  within  the 
district  dropped  during  the  year  to  300.  This  decline  is  probably  due  to 
the  restrictions  imposed  under  the  Planning  Acts,  firstly  because  of 
inadequate  sewage  facilities  in  Tiptree_and  secondly  due  to  the- supply  of 
mains  water  not  being  able  to  keep  pace  with  the  demand. 

It  is  anticipated  that  by  1971  additional  facilities  will  be 
available  to  increase  the  water  supply.  At  the  time  of  writing  the 
sewage  works  at  Tiptree  are  being  extensively  enlarged. 

The  number  of  Council  owned  dwellings  built  during  the  year  was  30; 
12  of  these  being  flats. 

The  number  of  houses  improved  with  the  aid  of  Discretionary  and 
Standard  Grants  is  once  again  at  a  satisfactory  level. 

Steady  progress  was  maintained  in  dealing  with  unfit  houses 
particular  with  inspecting  houses  as  and  when  they  became  vacant 
is  undoubtedly  the  most  advantageous  time  to  require  improvement 
repair. 

It  was  not  found  possible  to  carry  out  a  resurvey  of  substandard 
houses  during  the  year,  the  present  records  are  largely  based  on  a 
survey  carried  out  in  1946/47  with  amendments  where  re-inspections  have 
been  made,  but  there  is  now  a  growing  need  to  find  out  the  present 
condition  of  such  premises  and  this  can  only  be  done  by  a  systematic 
re-survey.

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WATER 


The  Colchester  and  District  Water  Board  are  responsible 
for  the  supply  and  distribution  of  water  throughout  the  District 
except  in  the  parish  of  Dedham  which  is  supplied  by  the  Tendring 
Hundred  Waterworks  Co.  Ltd.  The  sampling  of  untreated  water  from 
the  various  sources  of  supply  is  carried  out  by  the  Water  Board 
who  have  supplied  copies  of  a  typical  analysis  for  inclusion  in 
this  report.  Bacteriological  samples  of  the  treated  mains  water 
are  submitted  for  examination  by  this  Department  from  time  to  time. 

All  the  samples  of  mains  water  sent  for  bacteriological 
examination  were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 


Mains  water  is  available  in  all  parishes  in  the  District 
and  S6%  of  the  population  are  supplied  with  mains  water. 


Due  to  the  possibility  of  a  shortage  of  water  in  the  future, 
if  the  present  rate  of  development  continues,  a  Direction  was 
issued  (in  April  1965)  by  the  County  Council  stating  that  Rural 
District  Councils  should  limit  planning  permissions  to  a  total  of 
50  dwelling  units  per  year. 


This  restriction  to  control  the  rate  of  development  in 
North-East  Essex  will  last  for  the  period  to  1971  *  until  it  is 
seen  that  the  water  supplies  in  the  area  can  be  augmented.

This  sample  is  practically  clear  and  bright  in  appearance,  has 
a  reaction  on  the  alkaline  side  of  neutrality  and  is  free  from  metals 
apart  from  a  minute  trace  of  iron.  The  water  is  moderately  hard  in 
character  and  its  content  of  mineral  and  saline  constituents  is  not 
considered  excessive.  It  conforms  to  the  highest  standard  of  organic 
quality.

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SEWERAGE 


The  villages  of -Tiptree,  Stanway,  West  Bergholt,  Rowhedge, 
.Copford,  Marks  Tey,  Eight  Ash  Green,  Aldham,  Fordham,  Great  Tey, 
Chappel,  Wakes  Colne,  Wakes  Colne  Green  and  Great  Horkesley  are 
provided  with  sewers. 


Sewage  disposal  works  are  provided  at  Tiptree,  Dedham, 
West  Bergholt,  Fordham,  Copford,  Great  Tey  and  Wakes  Colne. 


The  sewage  from  the  greater  part  of  Stanway  and  Rowhedge  is 
discharged  into  the  Colchester  Corporation  Sewerage  System. 


Substantial  progress  was  made  during  the  year  in  the  provision 
of  sewers.  Work  was  completed  on  the  Great  Horkesley  scheme 
and  work  was  commenced'  on  the  Birch  and  Layer  Breton  scheme. 

Work  is  also  in  progress  on  the  Messing  scheme  and  the 
extensions  to  the  disposal  works  at  Tiptree  and  Great  Tey.

The  schemes-  to  serve  Fingringhoe,  Abberton,  Langenhoe,  Peldon, 
Layer-de-la-Haye,  Salcott,  Virley,  Dedham  Heath  and  Lamb  Corner, 
Dedham,  Wormingford,  Langham,  Boxted,  Easthorpe,  Great  and  Little 
Wigborough  and  the  Blackheath  area  are  at  various  stages  of 
preparation. 

The  response  from  property  owners  in  connecting  their  properties 
to  the  sewer  when  it  becomes  available  continues  to  be  quite  good 
and  a  number  of  long  standing  drainage  nuisances  have  been  abated 
by  provision  of  drainage  to  the  sewer. 


An  increasing  volume  of  work  arises  in  the  department  in 
advising  on  and  approving  and  testing  alterations  to  existing 
drainage  systems  and  this  has  to  be  given  priority  over  other 
work . 
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ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION 


In  conjunction  with  the  Essex  County  Council  a  smoke/sulphur 
dioxide  measuring  instrument  is  operating  at  Little  Horkesley  reservoir. 
This  forms  a  part  of  the  National  Survey  of  Air  Pollution  in  Great 
Britain  organised  by  the  Air  Pollution  Division  of  the  Ministry  of 
Technology. 

The  instrument  draws  in  a  measured  quantity  of  air  from  which 
information  regarding  the  smoke  and  sulphur  dioxide  in  the  atmosphere 
is  deduced. 

This  information  is  forwarded  monthly  to  the  Ministry  of  Technology. 


POULTRY-  INSPECTION 


There  are  two  poultry  processing  premises  within  the  district.  It 
has  not  been  possible  during  1966  to  introduce  inspection  of  poultry 
at  these  premises,  but  it  is  hoped  that  during  196?  all  poultry 
processed  in  these  establishments  will  be  inspected. 

There  have  been  routine  inspections  under  the  provisions  of  the 
Food  Hygiene  (General)  Regulations,  I960,  during  the  year. 

MEAT  INSPECTION 

There  , are  two  ..licensed  slaughterhouses  in  the  district  ,  one  at 
Dedham  and  the  other  at  Boxted  which  serve  the  requirements  of  the 
respective  owners.  Both  comply  with  the  slaughterhouse  construction 
regulations. 

All  animals  slaughtered  in  the  district  have  been  inspected  by  a 
qualified  Inspector  for  the  past  twenty  years.  The  Meat  Inspection 
Regulations,  1963,  which  came  into  operation  on  1st  October,  1963? 
require  that  all  meat  at  slaughterhouses  must  be  inspected  before  it 
is  removed  from  the  slaughterhouse.  These  regulations  also  prescribe 
the  method  of  inspection,  to  b.e.  carried  .out  .and  require  that  all  meat 
inspected  and  passed  as  fit  for  human  consumption  must  be  marked. 

These  requirements  have  been  fully  carried  out  despite  the  fact 
that  a  number  of  animals  are  regularly  slaughtered  on  Saturday 
afternoon  and  evening  each  week. 

Any  unsound  or  diseased  meat  is  either  buried  or  removed  from 
the  premises  under  supervision  for  disposal  at  the  local  fat 

extraction  plant.

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FOOD  PREMISES 


The  majority  of  food  premises  are  owner  occupied  and  the  owner  is 
directly  responsible  for  the  running  of  the  business.  Standards  of 
construction  and  hygiene  are  generally  satisfactory  and  during  the  year 
frequent  inspections  have  been  made  to  all  types  of  food  premises. 
Conditions  in  three  of  the  transport  cafes  still  necessitate  frequent 
inspection  to  ensure  that  sufficient  attention  is  being  given  to  hygiene 
and  cleanliness.

Business  premises  are  treated  but  a  charge  is  made  for  labour 
and  materials*  The  Council  also  undertakes  the  treatment  of 
agricultural  premises  on  a  yearly  contract  basis.

General  inspections  of  26  registered  premises  were  carried  out. 
Sixty  contraventions  were  found  and  informal  notices  were  sent 
to  the  occupier  in  each  case. 

Attention  was  given  during  the  year  to  increasing  the 
number  of  registered  premises  and  several  visits  were  made 
for  this  purpose. 

On  numerous  occasions  it  was  found  that  occupiers  of  premises 
were  not  fully  aware  of  their  obligations  under  the  Act,  but 
generally  it  was  found  that  occupiers  were  willing  to  co-operate* 

It  is  hoped  that  with  the  appointment  of  an  additional 
Public  Health  Inspector,  whose  duties  will  include  inspections 
under  this  Act,  further  progress  will  be  made  during  1967*
